The question was raised by Morgan | 
Jones, Labor member for Caerphilly, 
who asked about assistance for un- 
employed British migrants in Austra- 
lia who are in a distressed condition. 

Mr. Thomas said while there was 
every sympathy for the distressed mi- | 
grants in Australia it was impossible} 
for the British government to provide 
assistance for their return passages 

Morgan Jones asked whether any | 
provision had been made by any dom- | 
inion government to relieve the dis- | 
tress of such migrants as were suffer- 
ing. 
"The minister said he had found no 
justification for the complaint. that | 
dominion governments were differer- 
tiating between native born and mi- 
grants in relief measures. Relief was 
given according to the scale applying 
in the respective dominions 

“There are still thousands anxious 
to go to the dominions,” Mr. Thomas | 
sald, but he believed it was no use 
encouraging them to migrate during 
the economic depression. Therefore 
he attached “some importance to 
some imperial policy which will help. 
This was a reference to the fact the 
question of imperial migration will be 
discussed at the Imperial Conference 
at Ottawa,

HERE'S HOPING 

The Provincial Government must not 
borrow more than $15,000,000 by the sale 
of savings certificates, nor pay more than 
five per cent for the money. These new 
restrictions are imposed by an amend- 
ment to the act that was adopted by the 
legislature on Tuesday. 

The restrictions of course only hold for 
a year, and the limit may be doubled or 
abolished entirely when another session is 
held. Still, there is room for hope that 
light is dawning in the dark places. Can it 
be that a provincial legislature has discov- 
ered there is a limit beyond which it is not 
safe to pile up public debt? 


NEGLECTING INTER-PROVINCIAL 
TRADE 

The western air mail service cancelled, 
two of the mail planes promptly hopped 
from Lethbridge to Vancouver in search of 
employment, thereby demonstrating again 
that an air mail service could be main- 
tained across the mountains, and clear 
across Canada, so far as weather and phy- 
sical conditions are concerned. 

A despatch the other day conveyed the 
news that air mail is still being main- 
tained between Canadian cities and points 
in the United States. At a time when it is 
being stressed that Canada’s internal 
trade should be encouraged and developed 
to offset the slump abroad, it would appear 
to be better business to spend public 
money in maintaining a trans-Canada air 
mail than in continuing services to pro- 
mote trade with the United States at the 
expense of inter-provincial trade. 


MINIMIZING THE LOSS 

One part of the speech of the Minister 
of Finance from which Canadians general- 
ly will, and should, draw genuine satisfac- 
tion is the announcement as to how the 
country has fared in meeting its foreign 
commitments with the Canadian dollar 
away below par. 

Between the first of October and the 
end of March, the Dominion, provinces, 
municipalities, and semi-public bodies in 
Canada had debt payments falling due 
abroad which amounted to $72,000,000, 
plus interest charges of $80,000,000. In the 
circumstances it was necessary for the Do- 
minion to assume the responsibility of set- 
thing these obligations. 

That was done. Of the principal pay- 
ments due, $39,000,000 were paid, and the 
balance arranged on instalment terms 
which will give opportunity to make pro- 
vision for future payment. The interest 
charges were likewise paid in full. 

Fortunately, not all this money was 
owing in the United States. London held 
some of the maturing paper. Fortunately 
also, the British pound went down farther 
than the Canadian dollar, leaving a bal- 
ance on exchange in our favor. 

By buying gold to meet New York's 
claims, and taking advantege of the ex- 
change on sterling, the Dominion succeed- 
ed in making the payment of $119,000,000 
of interest and principal payments abroad, 
with a net loss on premium, exchange and 
discount for the year of only $881,000. 

Against the advantages which Cana- 
dian producers would secure if Canada 
went off the gold standard, is to be placed 
the consideration that, had we been admit- 
tedly off that standard, it would have cost 
the taxpayers an indefinitely larger sum 
than this to square up our outside commit- 
ments. The dollar would in that case have 
elmped farther than the pound, and the 
exchange would have been against us at 
London as it was and is at New York. 


THE “CASH DOWN” POLICY 

On paper the “balanced’’ Dominion 
budget is balanced only approximately, 
with a pretty generous interpretation of 
that term. There was for the year past a 
deficit of $51,000,000 on the ordinary ex- 
penses of government, Agaii.st this, new 
taxation is imposed, calculated to bring in 
$55,000,000 of new revenue. On ordinary 
account therefore the budget is rather 
more than “balanced”, 

But there was a further expenditure on 
extraordinary account, mainly for unem- 
peyunt and farm relief, of $55,000,000.

That is the sum that will figure a year 
hence as the deficit for the present year if 
revenue flows in at the rate hoped for, if 
ordinary expenditure is held down to the 
level planned, and if extraordinary expen- 
diture is the same as last vear. As the 
provinces and the municipalities are near- 
ing the end of their resources, it is a san- 
guine expectation that the Dominion can 
deal adequately with the unemployment 
situation without a very substantial in- 
crease over last year’s expenditure. 
| Putting the case another way; new 

taxation is being imposed to cover the 

whole cost of unemployment and farm re- 

lief; while the deficit on ordinary account 
| is being met by cutting expenditure under 
| that heading and carrying forward sixteen 
| millions loss. The extraordinary expense 
| thrust upon the country by the depression 
is thus being demanded of the taxpayers 
forthwith. “Pay as you go” is the edict. 

It would be better policy to capitalize 
the cost at least of the trans-Canada high- 
way and other permanent improvements 
undertaken as relief works, and to spread 
this cost over a term of years. Compelling 
the public to pay for these improvements 
outright may look good to those who view 
the matter only from a bookkeeping stand- 
point. But having regard to both the 


cause of the expenditure and the conse- 
quences of drastic taxation, that policy is 
neither sound nor expedient.

Should be Real 
Scientific Study 


Careful Planning Takes 
Danger Out of Special | 
Menus |

To more easily understand the rela- 
tion of medical conditions to our foods, 
take the time worn comparisons of our 
body to a furnace and to an auto- | 
mobile. In the first place a] our energy | 
comes from the food we eat. There) 
is no other source. Just as a furnace | 
combines coal and wood with air to) 
give us heat, the tissues of the body) 
combine the starch and fat we eat) 
with the air we breathe, to give us) 
heat an energy. Secondly, ust as well) 
regulated automobile requires water, | 
oil, and gasoline to make it run} 

| smoothly, our bodies require a well 
| balanced diet to keep us well. We call 
it‘the “adequate diet,” and it consists 
of the fololwing: 


ADEQUATE DIET 
1. Sufficient heat, measured in “cal- 
ories,” to guard against the body using 
ts own tissues for energy; to prevent 
a loss or gain in weight. The chief 
sources are sugars, starches and fats. 

2. Sufficient protein to replace the 
tissues worn down in the burning 
process, the best sources being the 
animal foods, milk, eggs, cheese and 
| meats. | 

3. Sufficient minerals for bones and | 
teeth, and to keep our body fluids at | 
a constant concentration, with special 
| preference to iron, calclum and phos- 
phorous, found in the fruits, vege- 
| tables, cereals, eggs, milk, and some 
| meats. 
| 4. Sufficient water also to keep our 

ly fluids constant and to aid in the 
| elimination of waste products from the 
| kidney. 
| 5. Sufficient bulk or fibre, to satisfy 
| Our appetites, and aid in the elim- 
ination of waste products from the 
| intestine, the most valuable sources 
being fruits, vegetables, and the whole 
grain cereals, 

6. Sufficient vitamins, or accessory 
| food substances, to prevent the “de- | 
| ficiency diseases,” and maintain the 
| healthy tone of the body. The best 
| sources of the vitamins are milk, but- | 
| ter, fruits and vegetables. 
| From our knowledge of these re- 
| quirements of the body, we have made 
| what we call a prescription for an | 
| adequate diet. Each day's menu 
| Should contain for each person, one 
| Pint of milk, one egg, one serving of 
| fruit, and one serving of vegetable 
| (mot including potatoes), or two serv- 

ings of vegetables. The amounts vary 

for children, to provide for growth. } 


THREE TYPES CONDITIONS 


Now, we have three types of medi- | 
cal conditions occurring that are di- 
rectly connected with diet. A func- 
tional condition in which some part ot | 
the alimentary tract is not able to do 
its work. For example, a gastric w-)} 
cer, or an inflammation of the intes- 
tines. A metabolic condition, in which 
some organ connected with the burn- 
ing of the food falis down in its work 
For example, diabetes. And a defi- 
ciency disease, resulting from a long- 
Standing deficiency of one of the re-}| 
quirements of an adequate diet, for 
example, rickets. 

Whatever steps are taken to correct 
these conditions through a regulation 
of food, the diet must be an adequate 
diet. In other words, all “special” 
diets are a modification of our normal 
diet. 

lf undertaken intelligently a special 
diet is not necessarily a hardship. At 
least, may I say, the first three works 

| are the worst. Our interest in kinds 
| and flavors of food are cultivated. Our 
appetites, aside from the urge to main- 

tain life, are habit. The older we are, 

the harder it is to change our habits, 
| but it can be done. 

Diet is not only a measure used by 
your physician to correct a condition, 
but is a huge factor in preventive 
medicine. Our knowledge of foods 
should be as widespread as our knowl- 
edge of tuberculosis. Especially, should} 
we be food-conscious in the home, in! 
forming the food habits of our chil- 

| dren. Healthy bodies make ‘healthy! 
| minds, and healthy minds and bodies! 
make a healthy nation. This is one) 
of the outstanding applications of the) 
science of home economics.
